Prejudices and averfions, partialities 
.and difgufts, local attachments and 
inveterate habits are to be laid afide. 
Truth alone muft be the bails on 
which he refts his reputation. If he 
ever depart one fingle point from this 
ftrait line, his objeft is loft. He may 
entertain by his wit, or charm by his 
eloquence ; he can never convey im-

provemfent to the mind, or virtue to 
the heart of his reader. Fearlefs of 
reproach, and armed with confcious 
reditude, he muft defpife the menaces 
of individual refentment, and brave 
the fury of tyrannic power. He muft 
fubmit with filent compofure, to the 
infults of irritated folly, and hold in 
fcom, the vindictive outrages of exaf- 
perated vice ; never fuiFering himfelf 
to be warped fi?om the objed he pro- 
fefles to have in view ; ^the tri- 
umph of equity and reafon^ whereon 
the welfare of fociety depends. On 
this principle, which refledion and. 
humanity tell us is juft, I have uni- 
formly written. On the fame princi- 
ple I fhall continue to write. . 

In the prefent, as in former in- 
ftances, every weapon of nialignity 
will be. employed :— the xankeft ca- 
lumnies

lumnies will be propagated, and all 
the forces of detraction let loofe, to 
depreciate my book, and to embitter 
my exiftence ; but the worft ftiaft of 
my enemies is flied.^ I have long 
been a deferter from the circles fre- 
quented by my calumniators, and have 
brought myfelf to confider their bit- 
tereft inve<9:ive as the higheft panegy- 
ric. In the courfe of life, I have 
been guilty of innumerable follies, 
but it is a joy, of which they can 
never deprive me, that on the fevereft 
fcrutiny into my Jicart, I cannot 
charge myfelf with any flagrant crime. 
All the poifoned arrows of ingenious 
malice have been already pointed 
againft me, but not yet miortally 
wounded, I return to the charge, 
** Frangas, non fledes." 

It is eafy tq anticipate the ftupid 
a 2 clamours 
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clamours tliat will again be vociferated 
by thofc wifeacres who are ever ready 
to pronounce definitively y before they 
have' refleded deliberately ; and by 
thofe candid critics who hefitate not 
to condemn, before they have dit- 
cufied or read the fubjed of their 
condemnation. 

For perfons of this defcriptidn, my 
talents, (fuch as they are), have at no 
time been exercifed. On fuch minds, 
TRUTH can work no impreflion. Her 
voice is only heard by thofc generous 
fouls capable of refledHon ; who have 
fenfibility to bewail the terrible cala- 
iijities which errsr and prejudice, fanc^ 
tioned by authority, have fpread Over 
the world -y — who are enlightened 
enough to perceive, and honeft enough 
to acknowledge the heavy chain of 
oppreffions that goad and enflave it. 
I From 
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From the above caufes, proceed that 
brutifh ignorance and fervitude,. into 
which priefts and tyrants, through the 
impious fraud of church and ftate, 
have plunged the great mafs of man> 
kind. — From them proceed, thpfe 
falfc alarms and terrors conjured up 
by their prieftcraft and ftatecraft, to 
kindle war, to brutify human nature, 
and induce men to > butcher each 
other, for the moft dbfurd, frivolous, 
and wicked pretences. From error 
and prejudice fo affedionately cherijQi- 
ed by all tyrants and their fatellites, 
proceed thofe national enmities, thofe 
horrible, profcriptidns, thofe eternal 
wars, and revolting tragedies, that fiill 
continue to^deluge the earth with 
blood. In a word, from the above 
caufes, proceeds the uncertainty in 
which mortals remain, concerning

their clearcft duties, their felf-cvidcnt 
rights.

*rhe objedion in cither cafe is equally 
jufi ; " how mean, how unmanly to 
" calumniate helplefs, unrefifting wo- 
" men. 

Such will be the clamour; but, the 
philofopher, the man of fenfe, will 
judge differently; nor can I believe, 
from the majority of names and 
charaders contained in this volume, 
that the amiable part of the fex will 
be offended at the freedom taken with 
thofe who difgrace it. On the con- 
trary, it is on their fuffrage and curio- 
fity, that I greatly depend, for the 
moft flattering approbation my book 
can receive. 

At all events, I fhall be counte- 
nanced in my prcfent undertaking by 
the authority of the greateft ancient 
and m|)dern. writers, and fhall have 

only 
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only to lament my own inability to 
purfue the fame path with more equal 
fteps. 

Lucilius, Horace, Perfius, Juvenal, 
Boileau*, Rochefoucault, La Bruyere, 
Pope, Young, &c. &c. all indulged 
their fatire on this redundant fubjeft; 
and I appeal to candour, whether 
thofe Britijh damesy whom I have 
ventured to recommend to further no- 
tice, do not open an unbounded field 
for its wideft range. So delicate how- 
ever, is the fenfibility of the preferit 
age, without confining the obfervation 
to either fex, that the. follies aiid 
vices of the great muft not be touched. 
They muft have an exclufive patent 

. • The fatircs upon women are univerfally 
confidered as the chef d'oeuvres of Jwenal and 
Soileau's immortal productions'. 

for 
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For cvjtry crirne. Through tattered 
irags, fmall vices will api^ear^ Robes 
and ftir gowns hide all. . 

I difdain the influence of fuch un- 
jull, unnatural niaxims ; it is againfl 
fthe greatj the rich, the powerful 
ialone, that my pen lias uniformly beea, 
and ever fhall be directed ; becau(e^ 
iafter the moft impartial fcrutiny into 
the ftate of civil focjetyy I am morally* 
convinced, th^t all the deftnidive 
ViceS) all the revpltiiig fccncs of hide- 
ous wretchednefs we behold» floyir 
from their felfifli, obdui^te example^ 

Neverthelefs^ the mcked reproach 
bf perfonality will once more reverbe- 
rate on my ear^ but miferably impo- 
tent and defedive muft that fatire ever 
prove, which does not ftrike at 
perfojis. 

Lucilius, whom Horace defcribes 
b as 
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as the inventor of fatire, attacked aS 
{exes and conditions nominally and in- 
difcriminatefy^ 

** Prifliores popuU arripuit, populumquc tribudm.*' 

Yet patricians of the higheft rank and 
charader in Rome ; Scipio and Laelius 
did not regard this poet, as unworthy 
of their friendfhip, and occafionally 
afnfled him in his writings. Th^ 
delivered up to his wholefome ridicule, 
the eccentric or vicious characters 
of the whole Republic, not even op- 
pofing the freedom, with which he 
indulged his Mufe againft Lupus and 
Metellus, perfons of confular dignity.

—Horace likewife, fo far from dread- 
ing i 
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ing perfecution or any £ital confe> 
quences from the perfinality of his 
writings, not content with naming 
the perfiiiy is carefi}! alio to point out, 
the very foible of the fool or knave 
who fall under his fatire. 

*' Pantolabo Scurrse, Jfomentanoque nepoti." 

Yet Horace was not profecuted for 
his works, although he lived under 
the government of a jealous and re- 
vengeful tyrant*, who had juft cfta- 
blifhed a fyftem of defpotifin, on the 
wreck of his country's freedom. Both 
the Emperor and his niinifler protected 
and encouraged him in his career. 
He was the friend of Maecenas, the 
favourite poet of Auguftus. 

Perfius who flourifhed during the

pneans Ijparing of Adulation on Auguftus.

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reign 6f Nero, was d^ing Enough to 
fatirixe the tytsxit KJmfelf, but the 
monfteir if^ero, that erieiriy of human 
^afbn, that fcdurgc of mankind fuf- 
ffered Perfitis to remain ifi qiiiet, con- 
ceiwng it heiieath the dignity of the 
pufplcj to interfere with the bufinefs 
of the poet. 

The hoiieft, but indignant niufe of 
Juvenal, found a munificent patron iii 
the mild Emperor Trajan, as did La 
Bniyere and Boileau a liberal protcc- . 
tor in that fanguinary King, Loiiis 
XIV. 

Our own countryman Mr. rope, in 
a letter to Lord Bolingbroke on the 
lubje<9: oi perfonalit^y remarks,; ** tnat 
" the moft complete triumph he ever 
" felt, was on rcfledling that wrctchef 
«f who appeared iiifeifible to fevery 
<* thing clfe, were tCiW affafted by his 

f< fatires y" 
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?* fatires ;" fo, if I could draw a tear 
of fenfibility, or extort a pang 
of fliame and remorfe from the 
marble heart of a Lady A-ch-r or 
B-kh-mf-re, I fliould efteem myfelf 
almoji 2S great a conqueror as th^ great 
Xord M-lg-ve, our gallant defender of 
Toulon, or even as our r-y-l Dunkirk 
hero himfelf, who fo oft in embryo^ 
has atchieved the conqueft of France. 
Under the fandlion of fuch high 
authorities, why .then fhbuld an author 
be afraid to give full fco'pe to his ho* 
neft indignation', that fools and Rogues 
may reft f^cure in the Privilege of 
tranigreflion, and enjoy ' tranquillity ? 
Never would I provbkfe a tear from 
the eye of innocence, or plant a thorn 
in the bofom of upprotedited beauty ; 
and I ftiould hdl^ myfelf ^nfamou? 
3 werp 
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were a fingle line ever, to efcape frpm 
my pen, that could add to the affli<?- 
tions of poverty, or injcreafe the mea-» 
fure of unmerited misfortune. Such 
charaders I have always held facred ; 
but let not others, who yield Un- 
bounded fcopc for fatire's rod, efcape 
its Jafh. 

^' When flattered crimes of a licentious age, 
*' Reproach our filence, and demand our rage, 
f When purchafed follies from each diftant land, 
*» Like arts improve in Britain's fkilful hand, 
^* To chafe our (plcen, when themes like thefe inr 
*' Shall panegyric reign, and cenfure ctaii ? [crcafe, 
"Shall authors fmile on fuch iliuftrious days, 
'* And fatirize ivith nothing but their praife ?" 

J cannot however, apree with the 
poet Luciliiis, as %q the juftice of ge^ 
nerai fatire. Surely, the primes of 
the poor, (if they deferve the name of 
crime}, tnftigated by want and temp- 

tatipn, 
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tatlon, encouraged by example on all 
fides, beficged by fedudive allure- 
ments of luxury and wealth, without 
any advantages from knowledge or 
education, launched on the wide 
world, friendlefs and forlorn, expofed 
to all the danger of thofc allurements, 
have a juft claim on our compafTion 
and beneficence, while no plea of juf- 
tification can in truth be admitted, for 
the fuUen apathy of titled grandeur 
or flinty opulence, that amidfl all 
the fuperfluities of fl:udied enjoyment, 
can look on a fellow creature naked 
in the ftrect, perifliing with cold, and 
famifhed for want of a morfel of bread, 
without adminiilering a drop of fjity^ 
to comfort the miferable outeafi: 5. or 
indeed, if perchance the fmalleft mite 
be beftowed, the charity is almoft 
univerially accompanied with an in- 

fult 
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creatures being wholly wrapt up in 

fchemes , of further aggrandizemeiit 

and avarice, petrified by profperity, 

grantf npt a moment's confideration 

to any fybjedj in which they do lipt 

conceive their ovirn vile intereft either" 

diredly 

* Whoever is in the liabit of walking the ftrects 
bf London, muft have beeri often ftriick with Iimilar 
fpedt^clesi and the hiimane obferver will have beeri 
frequently fliocked at the contemptuous and re- 
J)roachful manner in which the ^a'^, wealthy cici- 
zen, when giving his* relufl;ant halfpenny confers 
Uie donation. Charity however ife not wholly con- 
fined to the metropolis. Travelling lately through 
Readings *I faw a printed paper fixed oh the wall 
of a^turnpikc-lioufe, requcfting in the magiftrate's 
names, that no perfon would give any thing to the 
J)oorj who if they prefumed to approach the town> ' 
parifli officers were ordered to feizc and commit 
fchem as vagtrants to the houfc of GorreiSion. Let

at their very doors. Such fcehes I 
have oft«n witnefled in thofe very

them. Let every man who would firengchcn the

If the haughty Patricians, the opu- 
lent bankers, the mitred, pampered 
pluralifts, the mercantile ariftocracy 
of this country performed their duty ; 
.^—if all the privileged orders, the fu- 
perior ranks of both fexes, faithfully 
difcharged the obligations which they 
owe to poverty and misfortune, prifons 
would not be filled with felons and 
debtors, our poor houfes with innu- 
merable outcaft vidims cxpofed to 
every worft fpecies of tyranny and 
cruelty, nor our ftreets with ftarving 
beggars, whofe hideous condition, it 
harrows up the foul of fenfibility to 
behold. 

Revohticnift who would procure to every human 
creature a decent dinner to eat, and a comfortable 
bed to lie on, be guillotined! 
■ We truft that thefc congenial prayers will recom- 
mend us to Mr. Reeves' tutelary patronage.

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Contemplate the hungry, rapaci- 
ous ftock jobbers, the io/d^ adventurous 
lottery brokers, driving their hard bar- 
gains, with a corrupt, hypocritical, 
peculating minifter ; each party ac- 
commodating the other j equal fpoil- 
ers and plunderers of the public. Be- 
hold the C , the R the 

T -, every one of thefe blood- 
fuckers wallowing in riches to the 
probable ^nount of half a million, 
ftill panting for more. Are the hearts 
pf thefe leeches foftened by the pof- 
feflion of fuch fcandalous monopoly ? 
Is one five hundred thoufandth part 
of it devoted to any liberal or benefi-> 
cial purpofe ? Is it not evident that 
their avarice keeps pace with their 
wealth, and are not all their thoughts 
engroffed in forming projeds of further 
accumulation ? 

It is the moft glaring outrage on 
c 2 common 
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Common- decency knd humanity for 
the(c monopolizers in league with Minr 
ifters', to proclaim the adual profperity 
of Britain. : If it be fo» if the whok 
iiknd be bmd Jkk in that flourifhing 
ilate in which it is pompoufly delcribr 
ed» then th^ who exclufively enjoy the 
fruits of this profpoity, amidft fuch a 
•deplorable fcene of wretchedne^ as is 
-every where vifible, muft be the rooft 
profligate, hardened race of men, that 
ever difgraced huin^ life, to permit 
fuch a boundle^ liimxjf mifery to ex* 
ift; to let famine ftalk at large 
through the land, on the wreck of 
ruined commerce and manufadiu-e$» 
without offering the fmallefl pittance 
from their enormous, iU-gotten pelf 
for its relief. 

Before adminiflration ihall again 
dare to order their Attorney Ge- 
neral to inilitute . profecutions a-

The 
Rights of Man however, as we 
fatally expoienc^ at the prefent junc- 
ture, are not to be enjoyed with im- 
punity. Againft argument and reafon, 
force is employed, and in virtue of

The conteft for the moment feems 
unequal, but truth has unfolded her 
banneris, and immenfe nimibers are 
daily repairing to her ftandard. • 

The vain pomp and pageantries of 
courts, the crocodile fplendour of for- 
tune, (whofe character has been faith- 
folly defcribed), have been always an 
ignis fatuus to feduce the people to 
their ruin. They have ferved as an 
ufeful fhelter to every excefs of folly, 
every enormity of crime : while the 
deepeft diftreffes, the moft urgent 
wants, are rejeded as pleas of extenu- 
ation for the flighteft tranfgreflions 
often committed, becaufe no other al- 
ternative

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ternative prefented itfelf, whereby the 
ciying exigencies of famifhed nature 

could 

the Author folemly protefts to God, that he had 
rather have been Claudius or Caligula, Nero, Ti- 
berius, or the Chrijiian^ blood-ftained Conftantine, 
than the man who, . in cold blood, could deliber- 
ately fign a warrant againft thofe Patriot Martyrs, 
Muir, Skirving, Margarot, Palmer, and GcraM, 
whofe only crime confifted in kaving Jupperted 
Mr. Pitfs own original Jyftem of reform. 

If the purity of thcfe men*s lives were compara- 
tively examined with the lives' of their peffecucors, 
what a mafs of corruption would the latter appear. . 

Pofterity however, perhaps the prefent genera- 
tion, ere long, will refleft with amazement and in- 
dignation, that on the 8th of February, 1794, the 
four firft named citizens, without a moment's 
previous notice, were furprifed In their beds b/ the 
Newgate ruffians, chained and handciifTd like chc 
vileft felons, and thus conveyed to Woolwich, 
where they were fet on board a tranfport ready to 
receive them. A few hours afterwards, the veffel 
dropped down the river, but during the Ihort inter- 
val it remained at Woolwich, all communication 
was cut off between tliem and their friends. Even 
the wife of Margarot was denied admifiion to him.

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pute the grand corrupters, die petri-^ 
Jiers of the human heart. Whoever 
has attained the age of thirty, and 
held any intercourfe with the world, 
if not convinced of this truth, mufl 
be either incapable of reflcftion, or fo 
blinded by prejudice as to be impene- 
trable proof againft it. Let us onJjr 
recur to fuch examples as muft have 
fallen within every man's obfervation 
in the journey through life. 'How 
many perfons have wc known, while 
under a cloud of advclrfity, the frowns 
of the world upon them, who" appeared 
the very milk of human kindnefs, ne- 
ver cxpreffing a fentiment that did 
not breath fraternal love and the 
pureft philanthropy, regarding mo- 
ney as the moft contemptible drofs ; 
happy to divide their flender moi- 
ety with the children of adverfity ; 

fympathizing 
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fympathizing in all their misfortunes. 
But let us contemplate thefe very 
identical pferfons on a future day, 
when fuddenly or unexpcdedly raifed 
to a profperous ftate ; the blcflings of 
fortune fhowered down upon them ; 
what a reverfe fuccceds; the chara8ie| 
alters with the fituation ; fympathy 
is at once deftroyed ; the companions 
of their unhappy hours forgotten; no 
marble or adamant harder than their 
fouls, inexorably fteeled againft every 
generous or tender imprcfllon. 

Let us now proceed to confider the 
nature of ppwer, and we fhall difcover 
its baneful efFeds to be equally perni- 
cious, and univerfal. Miftrejjes never 
fail to abufe the dominion they hold 
over their lovers, when they have once 
gained an afcendant, becoming the 
veriefi Tyrants:, and where does hiftory 
record a -Monarch or a Statefman who 
^ da has 
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has not more or leTs, been .debauched 
. hy its ^u6tioDs ? 

Nero in fais, youth, was diftinguifh-^ 
ed for moderation, and afforded many 
tokens of a vittuoits, compaiIionat« 
difpofition*, but no fooner elevated 
(o the imperial purple, than his cha- 
rader underwent a complete revolu-* 
don, the Man degenerated into a Mofu* 
fler ; nor laws divine nor human, 
barred his way to the perpetration of 
every crime j-*-He gradually advanced 
from one enormity to another, and 

* We read in Suetonius, that Nero, before he 
^s made En^pcror, coidd only "v^th the greateft 
difficultjr, be brought to fign a warrant of dt^ 
Igainft the moft flagitious crimii^alj and that he ne-* 
i^er failed to ^O'ecp, in execution of that painful of-

Hid the fenfibility of Nero did not furvivc his in^

I have endeavoured in this prefece 
%o vindicate the principles pn which it 
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is founded, and to prove from the great- 
eft examples both of ancient and mo- 
dern times, that the fubjeft is fe and 
honourable ; but I am not fo ignorant 
oixh^gallantrj^hyahyi and enthufiafm

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WE have frequently on former occafions 
inveighed againft the ftupid barba- 
rous prejudices of Royalty, as creating un- 
natural diftindions fatal to the happinefs and 
comforts of fociety, concentering in one nar- 
row focus, and lavifliing on one individual, 
thofe treafures which would rejoice the hearts 
of millions, and remove every appearance of 
penury and wretchednefs from the face of the 
earth. In another fenfe, thefe prejudices de- 
ferve no lefs to be condenGined, facrificing thet 

B lovelicft 
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lovclicft part of the creation to the fterilc fo- 
^itude of celibacy, as ii Royalty were incom- . 
patible with Nature^ and to be born a Prin-^ 
cefsj were fufiicient to preclude, from all her 
deareft and moft exquifite enjoyments. 

True indeed, royal blood is not of itfelf 
confidered a -barrier iigainft the rites of Hy- 
men, but when we reflect how few are eligi- 
ble to marriage with the daughter of a king, 
and on the other infurmountable difficulties, 
which Tivh^wm oppofes to fuch unions, it 
may fairly be faid, that they almoft amoimt to* 
abfolute exclufion. 

It would argue a callous heart to be}ipld 
the royal virgins who form the fubjeiSt of this 
chapter, without feeling the complete force of 
the above reflection. In the bloom of you(h, 
in all the gbwing exuberance 'c^ healthy 
formed as it were by nature exprefsly for t^de 
eneflfabl^ deUghts, from which this miferablQ 
etiquette of regal grandeur has debarred them, 
in full meridian <^ all their fplendour, podSeA 
£ng every exterior advantage calculated to ex*^ 
cite vulgar envy or admiration, pampered by fo- 
reign luxuries, and a naturally fanguine tem^ 
p^aa^ent enJaamed by diet, flill v« they lefs ^ 

, bleiTed, n 
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ykffeA, than the poor peaiknts dattr^iier^ borii^ 
buiiiible or bred hard, who free and anreftrained, 
fimplicity and truth her guides, giving fcope to 
her fenfibih'ty, flies to her ruftic lover's arms, 
and there lo(es herfelf in a delirious trance of 
ecftatic Joy. 

In foreign courts, the mifery of this elevat- 
ed ftation is not fo fenfibly felt, becaufe the eti- 
quette is far lefs fevere. At Verfaillcs under 
the old French monarchy, pajQions ranged free 
as air, no fooner infptred than means were 
found of indulging them . Example fer ved to 
enforce great nature's laws, and venus 
did not wait for hymen's myfteries, to fandli- 
fy confummation. In this particular kiftancc 
only, did Nature triumph at the old French 
court. 

At the court of Berlin, ftill greater latitude 
is allowed. There, every woman profefles 
gallantry ; every youth is a lover or belovs d ; 
the king himfelf a general lover. 

In the courts of Italy,, the ladies have all 
tiieir Cicijbeosi jealoufy is unknown to the 
huiband; the wife feels it only for her gal- 
lant, and the climate will not admit of unna-> 
tural reftridions.

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Bat in the Britifli court, where connubid ' 
chaftity fits enthroned, where female gallantxy 
is confidered as an unpardonable crime, and 
where Hypocrify too often puts on- tl^ maflc 
of pudency , to conceal the burning ardor of 
flifled paffion ;

It can never be fufficiently regretted, that 
courts are not more uniform in their exam- 
ple: — t|iat they fhould be partial, and not 
general in fupport of virtue. But there, alas ! 
Nature is eternally diftorted- The fenfible un- 
fortunate woman who obeys her commands, is 
difgraced, held up as a vile criminal, and through 
the influence which thefe courts have obtain- 
ed, hurled down from her rank, becomes at 
once an outcaft of fociety ; while the real^, 
the grand criminals, they who outrage nature 
in torturing her produdtions, who live by hy-

pocricify. 
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pocrify, and riot on the plunder of indigence 
and labour — They, at whofe repelling gates 
Lazarus ftands fhivering, benumbed by the 
piercing blafts of winter, all blotched with le- 
profy and difeafe, the dire cffedls of his for- 
lorn houfelefs condition, are prefented as 
paragons of perfection, models of imitation ; 
thus by their example, hardening the heart, 
and poifoning the fource of all true virtue and 
happinefs. 

It is by ftraying fo far wide from nature's 
rules, abiding by thofe dreadful prejudices 
which tyraiit cuftom under a moff immoral 
and unnatural fah£tion has introduced, that we 
are now condemned daily to hear of the dif- 
tradled and defolating fcenes, from which^ hu- 
manity at firft revolts, but from which it 
ftill derives a ray of confolation and of joy, un- 
der the delightful hope, that they will at length 
force us to return to the right path,and effeftu- 
ally to deflroy thofe bafe barbarous diftindions, 
originating in ufurpation, founded in conqucft, 
aiid which never fhould be allowed to exift in 
a fociety, compofed of beings of the fame fpe- 
cies, any further, than as one perfon may have 
a claim of precedency over another, by fu- 

perior 
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pcrior cxccHcuee in wifdom tar in virtue* 
That is the onlyysM criterion whereby mor- 
tals have a right to be guided^ in the diftribu- 
tion of eKclufive honours and rcwar<k» 

But the tyrannical cuftom of courts fervcs 
even to poifon the cxiftcnce of thofc moft in* 
tcrefted in their pfefervation. It often con- 
demns them to eternal privation of thp& 
heavenly enjoyments, which nature has indul- 
gently yielded, to make the bitter draught of 
Itfe go down. It deprives the offspring of 
rcyaky of thofc common but inexpreffiblc 
pleafures, in which the meaneft claiTes of So- 
ciety are bleffed. Stupid infatuation ! De- 
graded condition of humanity ! Can it be 
morally or politically proved, that the world 
is wifer or better from thefc faditious prepo- 
fterous infHtutions ? On the contrary, does 
it require the capacity of- an ideot to convince 
xxs, that the prefent expiring fyflem has 
•been an eternal fource of corruption and mife- 
ry to us all ? as happinefs can never be pcr- 
fed; (it were impoflible to be fo), while we are 
thus diftrafted amongfl ourfelves, while even 
the children of monarchs are forbidden to par- 
take in whzt Gonflitutes the chief folace and 

delight 
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delight of exiftence ; — while fopcie creatures 
' are revelling in all fuperfluous delicacies and 
luxuries, at the fame time, that others are ex- 
pofed to periih for want of convenient necefr 
faries. 

This digrcflion cannot be irrelevant from 
the prefent article . They who are the fubjedts 
of it muft often themfelves lament the cruel 
abfurdity complained of, for nature ^ill prevail^ 
iK)r can there poffibly exift a rational caufe, why 
their royal birth fhould be held an obftacle 
againft thofe plcafures aad advantages, which 
plebeians are Hill buffered to enjoy. 

In ihort, morals and politics forbid all fuch 
fcftraints* To thwart nature, muft be ever 
fetal. In obeying her decrees, we muft ?ver be 
right, and according to this logical truth, 
what nauft be the cbaraiSer of courts, in eter^ 
nal variance and contradiction to her immuta- 
ble laws ? But it is impoffible to calculate the 
evils refulting from thefe royal exclufions. 
Have we pot heard of the moft defperate ex* 
ceflc^, even of inceft, being ccmimitted in con- 
feijuence thereof? A fifter raging with the 
$re of naturet checked in her courfe, flies to a 
broth^'s arms, and, Fegardlefs of the crime, 

confults 
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confults alone the gratification of her ardent^ 
invincible paffion. 

Such things ^e know have been, and fuch 
things muft ever be^ as long as we attempt to 
interrupt nature in her operations. 

If however thefe imperial vidtims be at any 
time fortunate enough to gain permiffion to 
participate in the rights of their creation, by 
what facrifice is it obtained ? They muft 
confent to engage in the holy ftate of matri- 
mony with thofe whom they never faw, fo that 
at beft, all their felicity or mifery in life is left 
intirely to the mere. efFedt of chance. Hap- 
pily indeed royalty and fenfibility do not often 
meet ; therefore princefles are lefs expofed to 
the evil confequences of ill-forted marriage 
than perfons born in a fubordinate fphere. 
All however partake of the fame nature j phy- 
iical enjoyments are eflential to us all. By 
them our fpecies is propagated, and although' 
we may refine ever fo much upon them, yet 
furely it is the groifeft fenfuality, when two 
individuals of diflferent fexes are betrothed and 
pledged to copulation, without any previous 
meeting or conference with each other; both 

parties 
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parties utter ftrangers. Such, neverthelefs, 
is generally the delicate rejinement of courts. 

Formed neither by temper or education to 
delight in the infipid jargon, the venal fyco- 
phancy or difgufting pageantry of palaces, we 
are, thank heaven, almoft perfonal ftrangers 
to their inmates. The author of the Jockey 
Club would be a very unwelcome obnoxious 
gijcft at Windfor or St. James', and being not 
uninftrudled by hiftory in the ufual pradlices 
of courts, he is free to confefs that he ihould 
not feel in pcrfeft cafe and fccurity amongft 
. fuch company. 

But let it not be inferred that the flight- 
eft imputation is here direded againft the 
chaftity of any of thefc fequeftered vir^ 
gins. It would be ungenerous, under the 
circumftances that have been ftated, to pry too 
minutely into the arcana of a royal bedcham- 
ber, of which even had we the key, we ftiould 
not hold ourfelves juftified in ufing it. There 
are fituations which demand fecrecy and com- 
paflion, and although the latter feldom flow 
from the precindts of a palace, yet it would 
be highly blameable in us to run into the very 
error we condemn, 

C Let 
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Let US then pafs over the babbling tales of 
fcandal ; if true, tendernefs ought to feal our 
lips ; if otherwife, it would be altogether un- 
warrantable to yield a fandion to them ; no- 
thing could be more barbarous than to plant 
thorns on the pillow of beauty, languifhing 
for want of nature's bed enjoyments, or to 
create alarms which might prove deftrudive 
to any tender fchemes, which feminine fcn^ 
fibility may have projeded. 

In what has been faid, the author has al- 
luded rather to the fituation, than to the cha- 
rader of the perfons alluded to. Far removed 
from their fphere, his knowledge of theni 
muft be confined, but with a foul that feels 
for their condition, he wiflies not to abate the 
fcanty means of any prefent indulgence, or to 
anticipate the approach of any future difaftcr. 
He confiders them as compofed of the fame 
materials as other beings, fubjed to that habit- 
ual prejudice and pride, infeparable from royal 
birth and education. He therefore^ concludes 
this article with the moral advice that in 
the adual crifis, every department of a cour{ . 
fliould undergo a thorough purgation.

Of infinite vivacity, and pof- 
feffed of the moft lively imagination, fhc 
once entered warmly into all the aniufements 
of this great city ; but fhe foon became dif- 
gufted with their vapi4ity, and unlike the reft of 
her companions, even in the vortex of diffipa- 
tion, fhe never neglefted the offices of humani- 
ty. Generous even to profufion, and little flcilled 
in the prudent arrangementof domeftic cecono- 
my, fhe uniformly liflened to the dictates of 
her heart, which were thofe of charity and 
univcrfal love. Many agents fhe has been 
known to "employ in different quarters, both in 
town and country, to difcover the moft in-* 
digent objedls ; and as foon [as thefe objeds 
were found, fb fure were they to obtain relief 
from her generous munificent fpirit. But her 
liberality was by no means confined to one 
chatmel. With genius to difcern, her purfe 

'Was ever open to reward, and her patronage 
exerted to advance literary and every other 
merit :

*< To rn^kc men blefl: : the figh for fuffering worth

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. •* Loft in obfcurity : the noble fcom 

*' Of titled pride ; a juft difdain of grandeur,

In a word, were the Gonftitution of ibcicty 
in this country to have been reformed by the 
example of one individual, this lovely women 
was born to accomplifti it. Wit, fenfibility, 
gaiety, and every other engaging quality that 
conftitutes the charm of focial life, united, 
have been however infuiEcient to deftroy the 
monotonous infipidity, the diftorted affec- 
tation, the innate vulgarity, which are fo very 
remarkable in thofe focieties of London, which 
are diftinguiflied by th^t notorious mi/homer, 
the ^ ie/i company. — The bejl- company y crea- 
tures loft in egotifm and apathy, fatigued by 
the dull famenefs of their eternal diffipation, 
devoid of intereft to kecpjup their fpirits, which 
flag in ftupid languor and excite thofe univerfal 
complaints which prevail amongft them ; 
each individual difgufted and fick with the 
other. Everlafting yawning. Oh what a 
bore ! and the laft refource^ reciprocal fcandal 
arid difcontent. Alas ! what a vile abufe o£ 

fortune. 
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fortune, what a perverfion of her gifts, how 
calculated to exafperatp and arm the commu* 
nity againft thofe Juperior beings, who, dif- 
dainful of the miferics of their fellow citizens, 
are only anxious to nourifli and keep alive that 
ennui by which they are themfelves devoured; 
and who, iiever they arc induced to contribute 
to the relief of diftrefs, are led thereto by views 
of perfonal intereft or vain oftentation ; — 
who will contribute hundreds to the comfort ' 
of rebel foreign refugees, while for the moft 
part they refufe one miferable folitary guinea 
to the fupport of their own countrymen 
wanting bread, by whofe induftry and la- 
bour, all their odious luxuries and fuperflu- 
ities are provided*. Is this the policy that 
ought now to prevail ? Is it to be imagined, 
that an opprefled poor, fhould the day of re- 
tribution arrive, on examining the regifter of

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<iriJlocratic contributions, which has lately ap- 
peared, will forget the unjuft and barbarous 
difparity there vifible ? Will they be inclined 
to fliew indulgence to thofe, who have been 
fo niggardly of their bounty towards them, 
while they have been fo liberal thereof, to- 
wards a horde of emigrant papijis, poured in 
on their country ? No fuch unnatural dif- 
ftinftions are not to be forgotten ; it would 
be granting too great a latitude to fuppofe, 
they can ever he forgiven. 

It does not appear that the D— c — fs of 
D — v — f-^re has countenanced thefe unjuft 
ungrateful diftinftions. Yielding to the im- 
pulfc of her own generous heart, fhc never 
can. The prejudices of birth and education 
may not have entirely loft their fvvay ; party 
fpirit may ftill in fome degree keep alive thofe 
prejudices, but (he who in fo many other in-- 
ftances has evinced the virtue and piety of a 
Spartan or Roman matron*, will hardly rifk 
the high reputation ihe has acquired in fiif-

* The Diichefs of Devonfliire nurfed her own childr 
ren ; a maternal duty, wholly negJe£ted in the faihion-r 
able woild. The divine eloquence of Rouffeau awak- 
ened 
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fcring herfelf to be hurried away by that vio- 
lent precipitate torrent which has of late 
fwept all before it. She will continue to 
build her charity on the bafis of truth and 
juftice, and to aid as far as pofliblc, to reftore 
the public fpirit to its proper fphcrc. Not to 
be difcouraged by the example of others, fhc 
ought rather to draw a flattering comparifort 
in favour of herfelf, as fo eflcntially different in 
every refpedt from her female contemporaries* 
Her paflions we know are ardent, her attach-^ 
ments flrong, but her mafcuJinc underfland- 
ing, polifhed and cultivated as it is, is formed 
to refifl and vanquilh all the errors and pre-' 
judices of habit or connedion. 

Superiority of talents generally leads to fil- 
perior power. An indulgence of the efFufions 
of aliberalfoul may have brought on difficulties 
and abridged thatpower. Conflitutional phlegm 
in him, to whom (he is united by marriage may 
alfo contend againfl theefForts of virtuous and 
ardent fenfibility, her means may be contradl- 

kened her feniibility, and no fooner was flie infpired 
with a fenfe of her duty^, than fhe had virtue and refo^ 
lutiou to fulfil it*

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cd, but therefore flic fliould be UBrcmitting in 
her exertions to increafe them. The eafy 
temper of a worthy honeft man, will not long 
oppofe any fyftem which promifes to promote 
the caufe of humanity. Once Convinced, (hut 
here, alas \ lies the difficulty,) he perhaps 
might lend his afljflance to prop the empire 
of truth, and if he had the difintereflednefs to 
do fo, he would enjoy the pre-eminent glory 
of having been the firft in this country to 
eftablilh the example.

The obfervation is certainly foundeH in 
truth, Tw6 very dajhing arid adonized gal- 
lants*, who have long flione confpicous in 
the regions of Britifti tajie and fafliion, for- 
merly fuifered grievoufly from an imprudent 
faith in her Grace's confidence. Living ai 
they were on terms of ftridteft intimacy with

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unbounded . lic^ntioufnefs in his amours*^ 
which he indulged at random, without tafte 
or difcretion, living in a ftate of unremitted 
debauchery, reverfing the order of nature, 
turning night into day and day into night ; he 
fell an early vidtim to thofe fcandalous orgies, 
which his conftitution had not ftrength to 
refift ^ leaving behind him a mere negative 
charadcr, neither rcfpefted nor defpifed, 
bated nor beloved. 

It were vain to imagine that a woman mo- 
delled as it were by the graces, with a deli-^ 
cacy and cultivation of mind rarely to be found, 
could fubmit without difguft to the duties of 
connubial life, with a companion fo very dif- 
ferent in his habits and difpofition, with feel-

During the Dutchefles abode in Ireland, 
flhe had been infinitely lefs referved in her be- 
haviour ;. more diffipated and unguarded in 
her general deportment, than at any former 
period fince her marriage; and it muft be ad- 
mitted that {he introduced a fyftem of irregu- 
larity and expence amongft thelrifh that cannot 
be juftified: neverthelefs when it is recollefted, 
not only how few charms fhe found at home 
to render it agreeable, but how many real ob- 
jedions there were to render it intolerable, 
Ihe has every claim to candour and indulgence.

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Dublin, was a gentleman *, popular amongft 
the ladiesy probably on account of his robaft, 
athletic appearance^ for it would be difBcuk 
to explain their partiality in any other manner. 
He was moft affiduous in his attentions, and 
perhaps the, reputation he had acquired 
amongft her fex, was the fecret motive for her 
feemng to rbpay thofe attentions, finoe it » 
not rational to fiippofe that a woman of the 
moft delicate refined tafte, could otherwife be 
-overcome by the dull moffotony, the infipid 
common place converfation, and vulgar man- 
ners of a man like St. L — g — r^ Be this 
however as it may, their particularities which 
they did riot attempt to conceal afforded a topic 
for fcandal in iht fajhionaile circles both of 
London and Dublin^ and it was even afTerted, 
that J-ck St. L-g-r was to marry the D-c-fs- 
We cannot be induced to believe that fhe ever 
entertained any ferious thought of this nature, 
and her fubfequent condudt evinces a total ob- 
livion of that heroic and intrepid warrior, who 
now feems intirely to have abandoned the 
Idalian plains in order to gather immortal lau- 
rels, under his immortal commander, the D-kc

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of Y--k in Flanders. May he pr&n^e no kfs 
fuccefsful in the plains of Mars, than he has 
' fo often proved himfelf a conqueror in the 
groves of Venus! 

Since the firft year of her G~ces probation- 
ary widowhood, there appears to exift a very 
interefting attachment between her and a 
nobleman* feveral years younger than herfelf; 
who like the generality of his contemporaries, 
delights more in the groveling occupations of 
the ftable,than in the nobler purfuits of the manj

Liberty 
in every ftate of our cxiftence, under all the 
modifications which cuftom has introduced 
amoBgft us, retains her influence over the 
mind, and they who have once tailed her 
fweets, or have ever been deprived of her pof- 
fefion, are equally enamoured of her charms 
and jealous of every innovation that threatens 
to contract her fphere. 

Unhappy therefore it is, that while we arc 
fo tenacious of this divine bleffing, as for as rc- 
Cpe&s ourfelves, we are in general fo ex- 
tremely indifferent, or indeed fometimes fo 
eager to invade it in the perfon of others, 
wherever intereft, ambition, or malice arc 
concerned. 

The value of liberty is perfedly known to 
the fair fubjed: of this chapter, and how- 
ever fhe may delight to indulge her vanity or 
caprice by encouraging a titled dangler in her 
fuite, ftill from what has been remarked, there 
is little probability that flie will ever iwifit the

In 
thee, we behold an exaft epitome of all world- 
ly vanity. The earth yielded unto thee its^ 
treafures, nature had been liberal, and fortune 
prodigal towards thee ; yet, after all, what ad- 
vantage doft thou now derive from having 
been in full pofleflion of every fublunary blef- 
ling ? * On the contrary does not the fad re- 
fledtioe;, comparing the prefent with the pafl:^ 
embitter thy adtual fituation ? Happily for us, 
however, time deadens fenfibijity, fo that old 
age may ferve thee as aprevefitive againft thofe 

acute 
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acute miferies, thou mbft otherwife fufFer. 
Accuftomed to public life, ftill thou feemeft 
reludlant to quit the fcene; night after night, 
prefenting thy emaciated, withered form at 
different places of amufement, and expofing 
thyfelf to the farcaflic jefts, and unfeeling ri- 
dicule of the titled coxcombs who furround 
thee.- '' To live all the days of thy life,*' 
feems to be thy motto; but what a life has thine 
been ! Does one aftive virtue in this thy laft 
fcene prefent itfelf, to confole or encourage 
thy fpirits, for the barbarous mifapplication 
thou haft made of the ^wealth and power thou 
haft enjoyed ? Dreadful is it, at fuch a pe- 
riod, to have recourfe to operas, plays, and 
ailemblies, for comforts which (hould flow 
from a purer fource. Remembrance of what 
thou haft been, is a poor miferable fubftitute 
for what thou art. Age when thus disfigur- 
ed, lofes all claim to that refpedt, which 
otherwife it would command, and fatire is 
juftly and honourably employed, when it 
holds forth its deformity, as an example of 
pity and contempt to the world. As it is on 
the moft perfed: models of virtue that a well 
difpofed perfon would wifh to form himfelf, 

fo 
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fo by painting vice in its hideous colours^ vte 
prefent the examples which ought to be 
(hunned ; nor can there be a more inftruc* 
tive leflbn againft the melancholy diigufting 
follies and vices of old age, than is aflbrdcd by 
the charad:er now under review.

This talc created a fund of ridicule at the ex- 
pence of the love-Jick D fs, and in truth wc

But the tender Gertrude, however anxious to 
appear a principal charadter in the prefent 
fccne, in drefs and manners, ftill betrays a 
partiality for paft times, and fuch preference 
is extremely natural. The memory of youth 
is afFefting to old perfons ; they love the fpot 
where their early years were pafled, and the 
fociety of their firft acquaintance. They arc 
apt td retain exprejflions no longer in Aife ; 
they continue to applaud the old tafte in mu- 
fic, dancing, and the ancient mode in drefs, 
furniture, and equipage. They cannot find 
in their hearts to difapprove thofe things which 
fed their paflions, and which revive remem- 
brance of them.

fons advanced in life are fond of fociety ; de- 
flitute of thofe ideas and paffions which occu- 
py the mind of youth, they find no advan- 
tages in folitude ; their thoughts are for the 
moft part folely employed in multiplying their 
refources, as > a remedy againft the many evils 
infeparable from the la ft ft age oflife. Thus 
our antique dame refines on ail things, in her 
diet, her time of reft, her hours of exercife;

THERE have been dull moralifts to tell 
us, that the true advantage of m6ney con lifts 
in the pov^er w^hich it yields of making others 
happy.

treafures that impartially diftributed, would be 
air fufEcient, not only to fupport the exift 
cnce, but to yield comfort and happinefs to 
2 tboufands^ 
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thoufiinds, and to banifli want from the fece 
of the earth. 

Behold a pcrfon wallowing in opulence : 
Is he more generous, more humane, more 
compjffionate or tender in regalrd to the fuf- 
ferings of his fellow creature, than another, 
who poflefles only the neccflarics of mediocri- 
ty ? Docs it appear in thofe quarters, where 
palaces rear their proud lofty towers, where 
monopoly refidcs, that poverty is lefs hideous 
thai^ its vidims are lefs numerous? Do 
Windfor or Blenheim, Wooburn or Bloomf- 
bury, afford an example of fuperior plenty or 
comfort in their vicinity? Is it not apparent 
that wherever we behold fimilar magnificence, 
wretchednefs is always attendant at their gates, 
as about thofe places where mediocrity re- 
fides, indigence is lefs.difcernible ? One pa- 
lace abforbs wherewithall to fupply the wants 
often thoufand Cottages. 

Such are the arguments of faftious afpiring 
democracy. Hear the other fide of the quef- 
tion^ Would you equalize conditions? 
Would you reduce us to the inhuman neceffi- 
ty of working for ourfelves, of providing for 
<Jur ^wn wants! Would you raife the la- 
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bourer to a level with his lord ? Would you 
ftrikc at once at our property; and dare to 
eftablifti reform by fuch defperate innovations ? 
Property confirmed and fandtified to us by the 
moft rational and facped of all laws — the law 
of promigeniture. The law of inheritance, 
with which, virtue talents, or fervicc can have 
no concern whatever ? Would yoti adopt the 
unnatural idea that no perfon can be more 
deferving of the fruits of the land, than he 
whofe labour fows and reaps them ? Would 
you utterly abolifh the feudal fyftem, level and 
confound thofe w^^j^^^/ conditions, which have 
ftood the teft of ages, and fo long preferved 
focial order, harmony, and peace in the 
world ? It does not then depend on indivi- 
dual opinion, fubje<5l to ten thoufand modifi- 
cations, in which reafon and philofophy have 
no fhare, to decide on this queftion between 
democracy and ariftocracy : let it then be de- 
termined before the tribunal of truth. 

The world abounds with fcenes of wretch- 
cdnefs, and Nature or the Creator of it, call it 
what you will, never could have defigned that 
diftinftions (hould exift amongft us of a ten* 
dency fo fatal, as to leave a great portion of 

his 
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his creatures without the neceflaries of life. 
The fault, without blafphemy, cannot be fup- . 
pofeid inherent in the original fource of all 
good ? Wherein then can it originate but in 
the vices of fociety, which generate thefe par- 
tial murderous diftindtions ? Can fortune be 
faid to produce charity or any of the milder 
virtues ? On the contrary, does it not for the 
moft part, even to a proverbial certainty, in-' 
creafe avarice, harden -and contradt the mind ? 

^' Crcfcit amor nummi, quantum ipfa pecunia crefcit.^' 

Human nature in its rude primitive ftate, 
never, could know thofe horrors that we arc 
now daily condemned to behold in the midft 
of polite luxurious cities,and through tlie whole 
extent of what our governors tell us, are the 
moft flourifliing countries. Men, fince their 
formation into focial clafles, have certainly loft 
fight of the grand objedl — the general good; 
and by a lapfe into all kind of excefles, and an 
entire deviation from the original law, have 
brought on a crifis which can terminate only 
in univerfal confufion or in the happieft re- 
generation. All temptation to crime which 

generally 
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generally leads to a violent ignominu^is and 
painful death, hairit t9Sfe origin in thefe fatal 
diftindtions. Example corrupts, and corrup- 
tion in no fphere of life, refifts feduftion. It 
reigns triumphant in the palaces of princes; 
how unjuft then it is to ad, as if we fuppofed 
it had no influence among thofe who have not 
rags to defend their bodies, from the cold, or 
a hovel where to thruft their wretched heads ! 
In thefe days of alarm andjealoufy, fuch 
doSrines we know are dangerous* Statefmen 
affed to be wifer than nature or the Creator 
himfelf, whofe bounty we muft acknowledge 
to have provided good things enough for us all, 
and who intended that all his creatures fhould 
enjoy their (hare, and not languifli In that de- 
plorable ftate, in which many of them are eter- 
nally beheld, perifliing for want at the rich 
man's inhofpitable gate. Truths however , ought 
not to be too bold-, he who promulgates thefe 
doftrines, expofes himfclf to all the rigorous 
penalties of conJiruSlhe /edition ; lawyers give 
their own tranllation of the word, and by 
forced application* and ridiculous inuendos, 

eftablifli

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cftablifli the guilty and tranfport trie inno- 
cent CONVICT to Botany Bay. 

Do the laws of England really authorize 
thefe penalties ? Arefuch the merciful laws 
of Englijh Liberty? Is our boafted confti- 
tution fo delicately woven, as to rejedt the 
leaft inveftigation on one fide, while it may 
fuiFer every abufe and encroachment from 
another? Is it juft or lawful that men pro- 
feffing peaceable and patriotic principles, who 
quietly aflbciate for the purpofe of difcuffing 
them, fhould either be violently difperfed by 
police officers, or feized, imprifoned, and pof- 
fibly tranfported, for exercifing thofe powers, 
which they were educated to believe inherent 
in the conftitution, under which they lived ? 
Nature, and juftice her brighteft emanation, 
undoubtdly profcribe all fimilar ufurpations 
On the rights and liberties of her choiceft moil 
favoured produdtion ; but man has inccflantly 

one of the numbers, there is a ftory related of a game, 
cock, and this cock is reprefented as a great tyrant 
amongft the feathered race. By a ftrange perverfion of 
ideas, this game cock is iaid to have fignified our moft 
^aeious f'-^r — tiy and the puWiiKer is now under pro- 
&euti9n fbr this libel. 

Jaboured 
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laboured to fruflaaitc nature*s kind intentions, 
and political inflitutions have at length reach- 
ed fuch a climax of degeneracy, as to promife 
a fpeedy and radical reform of their own cor- 
ruptions. Subtilize as they will, crafty venal 
politicians muft finally fubmit to the fovereign 
laws of truth. It is hard we confefs, accord-^ 
ing to the prefcnt conftitution of fociety, to 
read a recantation, and to offer a voluntary 
iacrifice of thofe dear partial gifts, on which 
privileged movtzh have fo long built their hap- 
pinefs, nor can it be fuppofed that thef? privi^ 
liged proprietors, (the fuppofition is proved by 
the fad,) will ever voluntarily furrender the 
exclufive enjoyments which they hold, or in- 
deed any part of them for the beneficial pur- 
pofes of public relief. Liberty and Equality 
. are tremendous founds in the ear of a courtier^ 
but the philofopher the philanthropift bow 
down with reverence to their powers. 

God, (religion is the order of the day,) ab-» 
hors all fuch impious diftinftions as have beeq 
mentioned — His words are peace, charity^ and 
brotherly love. The God of Chrijiians;, 
Jefus of Nazareth, preached thefe doftrines. 
Do chriftian princes pradlife them ? How are 
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his holy laws profaned ? Are we not in ever- 
lafting warfare ? Chriftian nations drowned 
in human blood. 

Againft the proud manfions of the rich, 
impregnable walls are ereded for cxclufion of 
the poor. 

** Miferi ; nolite mc tangere,'* 
" Wretches, keep your dlftaace.** 

Such is the motto of B-th H — Cc. Poverty 
never found a refuge there. 

We have prefaced this chapter with fome 
rpmarks on the abufe of riches, as certainly 
not inapplicable to the fair fubjeft of it, who 
inherits all th^ frugal virtues of her prudent 
difcreet papa. Educated agreeably with the 
ancient regimen, fhe betrayed early fymp- 
toms of averfion againft a monaftic life, 
anxious to break through the bars of a con* 
vent, and to free herfelf from all political re- 
ftraints, to follow the laws of nature and of 
freedom. Happy, had (he ftill adhered more 
clofely to tj;iofe laws, but a fordid avaricious 
example eternally before her eyes, fhe feems to 
have contrafled the fame vile habits, and to 
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indulge fcarcely any other hope, than that of 
increaling her immenfe property a mere caput 
mortuum in her hands. 

As fortune is the fole recommendation to 
preferment in B — tt — n, our mofl gracious 
fovereign acting in uniform confiftency, and 
with the refpeft to that 'virtue ^ in others, 
which he fo ardently and devoutly cherifhes 
in himfelfJias ennobled the fortune of this lady 
by the dignity of an ancient title. Thus, are 
honors beflowed. Riches and influence are 
the fcle paflport\to'lthe favors of a court. It 

Vould be derogatory from the fyftemj^ to re- 
ward tiberallty/of Tentiment, or exteniivenefs 
of"' learnirig,and knowledge*. It is difficult 

Tgr yphng peffons, linlefs fortified by fuperior 

^natural endowments, to avoid the contagion of 
evil exarn'ple Tor ever before their eyes ; — and 

* where could we find an example 'more felfifh

. Hie.' has had eternally before her ? An old

, and fall of the Romaa Empire is dead in negleft and 

obfcurity — no royal honours granted to ji^^shis name 

from oblivion,' yet perhaps his name may ftourifli when 

' ki-ngs ihall be only remembered 6y their crimes. 

idolater 
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idolater of ca(h, brooding over his hoards, cal- 
culating his accounts, and fpeculating on 
fchemes in ftock jobbing, building, banking, 
&c. whereby he is to accumulate additional 
riches. — No prcjedl of humanity ever enter- 
ed his bofom ; no enlarged views of philan- 
thropy, whereby fociety was to be improved 
in morals, or meliorated in condition ; all his 
views concentrated within one vile point — 
felf. — To buy up boroughs, to purchafe 
eftates, to make advantageous bargains in eve- 
ry branch of pecuniary commerce, founding 
all happinefs on this wretched principle : yet 
after all, it will prove labour in vain ; his pe/f 
cannot accompany him to that bourn, for 
which he muft foon depart, and it will then 
prove a miferable, very inadequate confo- 
lation for the unavoidable infirmities and dif- 
eafes of old age, and if his confcience be not 
abfolutely feared againft remorfe, it muft be 
tortured at his laft moments, in refleding on 
the flagrant barbarous mifufe which he had 
made of his illgotten overflowing treafures. 

Goldfmith, and a few other writers, have 

been advocates for this fordid abominable vice, 

but their defence of itconfiftsmoro in ingenuity, 
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than iplidity. Avarice is not to be forgiven. 
It is a robery from the general ftock, feeds the 
meaneft paffions of the foul, and deadens it 
againft every impreflion of tendernefs, juftice, 
and compaffion. 

Let her Ladyfhip then no longer puriuc 
the footfteps of her father. Covetoufnefs 
may npt yet have flruck fuch. deep root in her 
breaft, but it may be extirpated by refleftion. 
Let her apply thofe bleffings which fhe adlu- 
ally enjoys, to the benefit and comfort . of 
afflicted iportals. — Let her feekout objed:s 
that call for relief. Let her houfe be a 
general afylum for merit; Let her vifit 
the bed of ficknefs ; expel mifery and want 
from its pillow. Let her open the prifon 
gate, and fet the captive free ; — then fhe will 
pluck a wreiath from the brow of royalty, and 
have to boaft a virtue, that kings know not 
how to praftife. Let not fortune be barren, 
nor wither in her hands. Let her immenfe 
wealth, be circulated widely, and flourifh pro- 
lific through the land ; — and furrounded by 
mercenary, infipid, titled coxcombs, as fhe 
mufl necefTarily be, anxious to repair their de- 
lapidated, or incrcafe their overgrown cflates, 
3 may 
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may (he fcorn them all, or if inclined to 
change her virgin ftate, may (he feledl for her 
companion, independently of all other confi- 
derations, one diftinguiflied only for liis ta- 
lents, his patriotifm, and his virtues ; and per- 
haps in fo doing, (he may hereafter find, that (he 
confulted the beft means of her own fecurity. 
The policy of her Ladyfhip's papa, always 
bent on what he deems the main chance, was 
fixed on our cold-blooded minifter, whofc 
wife prudent councils, executed by the moft 
merciful and religious prince in Europe, have 
fecured the peace, freedom, and general happi- 
iie;fs of Britons on fo broad a bafis ; but the 
infuperable averfion (he felt with the general- 
ity of her fex for fuch a fuitor, difdained the 
injundtions of parental authority; and a future 
day may probably unfold this truth, that in 
the prefent inftance, judgment approved her 
rcfufal. Let her always thus continue to be 
guided by her own choice; not miferably (a- 
crifice affedtion either to wealth or power. | 
** Can wealth give happinefs, look round and fee, 
^^ What gay diftrefs ! what fplendid mifery ! 
** Whatever fortune lavifhly can pour, 
** The mind annihilates, and calls for more. 
** To fome freih birth of fancy more inclined, 
^^ Tbcn wed not acres, but a noble mind/*

THE garden of Ariftocracy is fo full of 
rich, beautiful^ and choice flowers, that it is 
difficult to fix upon any one of a decided f j- 
periority ; yet- in the prefent inftance we have 
endeavoured to cull a rofe erf" the bri;^htefl: 
hue arid moft expanfive fragrance. In a word* 
and to drop the metaphor. Lady W — n is 
poffefled of every perfonal charm and mental 
accotii^lijloment that can adorn her fex. 'Polite^ 
affable yjnfinuatingy and fprightly^ endowedwith 
an extraordinary facility offpeaking, andafting 
with equal eafe and dignity. It is true, alas I 
her beauty now has rather pafi^ed its meridian, 
but even in her decliiie, like, the fetting fun, 
fhe fcatters a foft and confolatory radiance. 

In the early part of life, fhe had the pene- 
tration and good fortune to difcovcr the un- 
rivalled merits'of the amiable Sir G — ge, who, 
then an officer in his tnofi: lacred M^jefty's 
foot guards, had been hpooured with a fhining 
. ftar and blutliing ribband, as a proper reward 

for 
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for the fpirit and condudt he had difplaycd ia 
the a'dtive and fevere duty of St. James' Park. 
To him therefore fhe yielded her fair hand, 
and Vehiis long fmiled propitious on thefe 
diftinguifhed votaries of Hymen. 

In the progrefs of time however, the ar- 
dour of their afFeftions broke out in littk 
jealoufies Which required the lenient interpo-

He 
therefore refolved to embrace the firft oppor- 
tunity that offered, to prove the falfhood of 
the accufation, and to convince her Ladyfhip 
of the error under which fhe laboured. In 

confequencc 
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confequence of this refolution, one morning 
AT BREAKFAST, he mentioned to her the 
calumniating report which he had heard, and 
feizing her unawares with all the vehemence 
of inflamed and indignant paffion, brought the 
whole affair diredtly on the carpet y and atchiev* 
cd a complete vidory over all her doubts and 
apprehenfions. Neverthelefs, by the violent 
means which he had employed, my Lady 
thought proper to fwear a rape againft her lord 
andmafier^ but the court unwilling to widen a 
breach^ which feemed to have been occafioned 
by two much ardour on both fides, quafhed 
the matter, and reconciled the parties. 

The above anecdote afForded at the time an

Some pretended, 
agreeably with the opinion of Voltaire, that 
the caufe of the complaint might originate 
with the lady, who not being altogether of the 
mildeft or moft accomodating temper, it was 
pofliblethrough a want of the necejfary tomplaif^ 
ance mi^t (previous to the aflFair we have men- 
tioned, when all his pafllons appear to have 
,been infamed to the utmoft pitch) have 

checked 
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fcHecked his ardour, and put nature to the route. 
In this cafe; it has been long and well decided; 
that the Lady is alone to blame, for ihe cart 
have ho right to dccufe her hufband of a de^ 
feSly of which fhe is herfelf the caiife: Under 
foch Circum'ftaricei; Voltaire further obferves, 
the hufband might fay t6 her with propriety, 
** if you love me; it is your duty to evince that 
Ibve, by the tendireji and moft endearing ca^ 
f^Jisy in order that m;^ race may be perpetuattedi 
and if you love me not, why did you marry 
me*/*^ Be it hoWeVer a« it ftiay,^ after the 
"biolent attack ^vliicK ^^^e have related, the re- 
conciled pair appeared agiin in public, tran- 
quil and happy ; aind iri a fhoft titiie^ ac- 
tompanied by all the Love^ and Graces^ 
fought the blifsful fhoreS of Italy, where they 
exhibited to the ajldnijhed fignora^ of that vo- 
luptuous climate, a moft ftriking example of 
the fuper ior refinement of Brittjh manner si 
and of connubial felicity. The great Guftavus, 
late king;'of Sweden, who was then alfo on hid 
travels, met this amiable pair at Rome, where 
his Majefty, it is faid. Was wounded by an

arrow (hot from htv piercing eyes, although the 
wound did not turn out fo fatal as the fubfc^ 
c^MtntpiJiolJhot from the bold unerring hand of 
Ankerstrom. In this inftancc. Sir G — gc 
did not betray any fymptoms of jealoufy, 
for the royal paffion was no lefs platonic than 
the pafllon of Petrarch was for the divine 
Laura. On the contrary, he felt an cncreaf- 
ed value for his charming confort, who had 
been thus diftinguiflied by the notice of the 
Lord's Anointed.

Maria, &c. 

HERE, wc behold the fad remains of 
beauty once admired. The hours of daliance' 
and of fond delight, wafted all and fled. 
Where is now thy Flori^el*, thy para- 
mour, and all the courtly flatterers, who bow- 
ed the knee before thee ? . Thy faded charm?, 
and the miferable wreck of thy once lovely 
form, no longer excite envy in woman or de- 
fire in man. Often have we beheld thee in 
the zenith of thy foileripd vanity, thy little 
bofom fluttering with exultation and triumph 
at Florizers approach. ". Oh exquifite inef- 
fable delight ! oh fuperhuman rapture, to be 
loved by a prince y to languiih, tp diflTolve in 
the arms of the fon of a monarch ^ Oh ! 'tisf 
too much for Perdita's fenfibility to fupport." 

Such were the rapturous ftrains, iqi which 
pie poured out the divine eflfufions of her fpul 

* Th9 P— e of W-^cs. 
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on the fon of B-w-ck, But, alas ! the quicIcT 
cr our fenfe of enjoyments, the fhorter their 
duration ; and the oftener repeated^ the fponer 
tjiey lofe their value. Man, incpnftant pi*q? 
promifes only to depeive, apid thefuperior 
rank, dignity, and youth of Florizel, were al- 
moft incompatible with the humbler virtues 
qf a fettled attachment. . 
. Other caufes have likewife been afligned 
fcr the fuddpn period put to this cbq/ie con- 
nediion. At that time, Ferdita's profufioijc 
l^new no bounds, fo that her continual de- 
mands on the r-^-/ purfe^ and the demands 
daily prcfcnted on her account from the r-/-/ 
tradefmeUf excited fome prudent reflexions in 
the lover's breaft. 

Florizel however, in the glow and ardour 
of youth, was not ungenerous, and a liberal 
&m, wcfthy of a great magnificent prince^ 
paid by a FLoaRismNO nation," was ordered 
as a provifioo for the fplendid equipage ajid 
fumptuous eftabliihment of Perdita ; — z. due 
tribute to virtue, and a proper reward for the 
;5eal and fervor with which fhe had initiatd|'^^ 
the r-ry-/ novice into the myfteries of Venus. 
Extraordinary fervices are intitled to extra- 

frdinary^ 
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ordinary diJiin6Hons^ and hence Perdita (hone ' 
till lately, a confldlation univerfally gazed at 
and admired. But.difeafe has viiited her; 
her cHice graceful limbs have loft their funcr 
!tions;--that beauteous fymoietry which charm* 
ed the eye of all beholders^ no longer rayifhes 
our iight> and the naiferable ruias which re<« 
main, ferve only as a fad memoranduni of the 
fatal effeds of inordinate excefles; — ^let us 
hope a falutary caution to her fex. When 
beauty fades, admiration ceafes. Unhappy 
Perdita! when nature fmote thee, man forfook 
thee. — ^Yet flill, thou ieemeft to delight in 
exterior fhew. — Equipage and drefs continue 
to pleafe, nor dofl thou appear to retain the 
Jeaft remembrance of earlier days, before thy 
mind was wk)lly debauched by the flatteries; 
and vanities of a deceitful world. Example 
has not reached thee. 7hy averfions are not 
cycited by the vices, the meannefles thou haft 
witnefled amongft the greats the little world^ 
in which all thy vain hopes and ideas are ftill 
centered. ' Their ingratitude has not cured thy 
lJ prejudices ; — ^their negled and indifiererice 
have not hurt thy pride i--*»former reihem-t 
l>rances have not awakened thy reflection. 

^evcrtfie- 
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Neverthelcfs, thou baft had forcible adirio*' 
nitions; they ought, not to have Ipoken in 
vain. Haft thou akcady forgotten the titled 
youths himfclf forgetting the only virtue on 
which he can etS^Qc to build reputation ;—/i5r 
pride of birth ? Canft thou forget the young 
nobleman who, at the very moment he waa 
(wearing his moft ardent paffion for thee, 
could facrifice that paffion, and zSt as the 
pandar of a P— ce ? The noble who would 
refufe a penny to faye a pauper from Jiar-^ 
vation^ becomes a pimp, when necelTary td 
feed the fenfualities of him by whom he himifelf ! 
hopes to be promoted, even when the deareft 
and moft natural paiTion of the human heart is 
gt ftake. 

Oh Perdita, thou knoweft £bch u man/ 
What then are theboafted claims of ariftocra-. 
,cy, in whofe praife all thy poetic rhapfodies 
are exhaufted ? Amongft that order, feeling 
is perverted, truth confounded j they fee 
through the moft partial mirror. Poverty, 
feems a criftie, rather than a misfortune ii? the 
poor.— Guilt is often held meritorious in the 
rich, yet the poor ad: from nature ; with the 
fich and great, all is artificial, It is only a-? 

mongi^ 
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inongft the latter that nature's harmony is 
difturbed; in the former, the genuine paflions 
fire predomipant. 

The mind of Perdita however^ is too weak- 
ly organized, to refill the ftupid vanities, ojr to 
defpife the fallacious gewgaw of Patrician 
pride. , Difabled, and no longer qualified to 
excel in her former fphere, (although fhe ftill 
maintains her pretenfions,) in place of the de^ 
parted gruces^ it has been atte Jnpted to intro- 
duce the living mufes'^. Perdita has for fome 
time paft appeared before the public, as an 
author. She writes poetry and romance with 
great facility, but with little efle6t, unlefs it 
be, from what fubfcriptions may produce, the 
anaount of which, we fear is confumed, . in 
paying newfpaper fuffs^ for which £he feema 
to have an infatiable appetite ; fonnets, madri- 
gals, odes, elegjes, monodies, and epithalami- 
urns, indifcriminately flow from her pen, aqd 
if that be any confolation to her, an infinity of 
congenial pr^ifc is almoft daily lavifhed on them

The life of. Pcrdita has been chequered 
i^rith great Variety. Whatever partiality flie' 
herfelf may have for the dignity of hirth and 
titles, her defcent is frbrii the ranks of dcitao- 
cracy. Her father was a poor Seafaring iftan, 
and her mother, the fordind^s who ; but to £he 
hour of death, the parent fbund an cafy and . 
comfortable afylum undef her daughter's roof. 
- Launched out into this vaft World, before 
fhe had attained the age of eighteen, having 
t!ak«i|f French leave of her felatiorisi it was 
her lot to become acquainted with a young 
man clerk to an attorney in Chancery lane^ 
^ith whom fhe entered into the holjr ftate of 
''liiatrimony. But Ferdita Was very ill formed 
for the inflpid monotony of connubial life. 
Nature had been liberal towards her, and fhe 
was confcious of her attraftions. Mafque* 
r^des/ operas, pantheons, and all the fpeftaclcs 
of London were frequented by her. There, 
fhe gave full fway to her powers^ till the cruet 
unrelenting arm of few ftopt her career, and 
2 drove 
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drove the youthful couple into the Fleet 
prifon, which has often proved a re- 
ceptacle to unfortunate lovets. Here they 
continued in the moft abjed ftate of poverty^ 
till releafed by that paragon of all goodnefs, 
the D-ch-fs of Devonfliire, vrhofe charity 
penetrates through the darkeft gloom of a 
dungeon, to find the wretched out. Liberated 
from confinement, they at once forgot the 
horrid fcenes through which they had paffed^ 
and again adventured on the theatre of 
boundlefs diflipation. 

Amidft the conftant orgies in which our 
fair friend was now engaged^ fhe became ac- 
quainted with a nobleman *, whofe life was 
as eccentric, as the circumfta'nces of his death 
were remarkable. His lordfhip devoted all 
his attention to her, and thus, fhe foon at- 
tra<Sed univerfal notice. It would be unjuft^ 
were we to refufe a degree of merit to Perdita 
far beyond what we generally find amongft 
thofe immerfed in the vapid qircles of Lon- 
don amufements — therefore, through L — d 
L-t»t-n's marked partiality, feconded by her 
#wn merit y (he foon became aftar of fuperior ra- 
* The laic Lord L-ttl-t-n. 
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diancc. But our nobility however prone toplca-* 
fure, are generally flow in liberality, and hence 
pecuniary difficulties ftill continued to caft a 
gloorn over all her apparent profpcrity, 
, Many a refplendcnt genius has been brought 
forth into adtion, routed by the prcflure of 
diftrefs; the fubjed of prcfent difcuffion had 
no title to this character, yet her perfonal 
claims were indifputablc > confcious of which, 
(be applied to Mr. Garrick,.^and obtained from 
bim. permiffion to appear on his^ theatrCi 
Various charadters were . attempted, but all 
her efforts in asking,. like thofe in her writing, 
were faint and languid ; nevcrthelefs, if (he 
failed to pleafe, Qie never diigufted ; a nega- 
tive praife, which it is impoffiblc to confer or 
the generality of her facceflbrs. Perdita *, in 
the Winter's Tale was reckoned her chef 
d'ceuvre, and it w?s in. that amiable chara<3:er, 
flie conquered the heart of the youthful, the 
Royal FlorizeJ. 

Theattendanee and fatigue infeparable from 
a theatrical profeffion, were ill fuited to a

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lyftem of the wildcft diffipation, and her r-y-1 
amour immediately diflblved her engagement 
with Drury Lane. 

. JSj has been already mentioned how her in- 
trigue with Florizel commenced, and how it 
concluded ; after which, regardlefs of matri- 
monial reftraints, her commerce with the gay 
world for a confiderable time was univerfaU 
till that epoch of her life came on, which 
icould not fail in fome degree, to give a new 
bias to her conduA, becaufc it had an influ- 
ence on her affeSiions. 

A Hero appeared before her, in whoin all 
the accompliftiments of a Caefar were united. 
The /c&olar, the orator ^ the foiJier, the /over.^ 
As a fcholar^ in his book upon fa£lics, he ihews 
himfelf a perfeB : grammarian^ a moft ex- 
cellent taStician ; as an orator his parliamin- 
tary fpeeches prove him an inimitabky '^'OiKQ,'^ 
TIC AJ. fpeechifier I as a foldier, the unfadep 
laurels which he reaped in fo glorioufly 
.fighting againft liberty, are the fureft proof 
of his patriotifm and valour; and as a Lover, 
let Perdita record his deferts. 

On his return from America, he was intro- 
duced to Perdita. The effeft was fudden and 
M 2 extreme. 
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extreme. At his approach, htv fenfes wer? 
petrified yf\\h amazement. All remembrance 
of royalty vanifhed ; the blaze of charms that 
burft upon her fight, communicated itfelf to 
her heart, and flie fainted away at his feet.— r- 
The god-like youth enjoyed his triumph, and 
JioodereSi before her; till at laft, awaking from 
her trance J tendprly iurveying hct^ lovely con^ 
queror, her fenfibility found vent, and fhe 
cried ,out in tlje words of the Carthaginian 
queen, (for Perdita underftgnds latin^^^

Her hero was fcarcely lefs afFefted, than 
herfelf 5 but when his fpirits began to fiibfidc, 
and he recounted his noble warlike deeds in 
America, whence he was juft returned j — the 
fpoils he had raviihed from a ruined peafentry, 
the fields he had laid wafte, — the granaries and 
cottages he had 4efl:royed ; — the numbers his 
kiting falchion had mowed down, — and lafl:ly, 
his own/:wmnent hair-breadth efcapes, the 
tendcrnefs of Perdita was once more overcome, 
and fhe again exclaimed in the pathetic fl:rains. 
of the unhappy, lovefick Dido : 
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** Heu quibus ilU 



** Jadatus fatis ; quae bella e.xhaufta canebat." 

During this moving fcene, the lover's pa£. 
fions were wound up to fugh a height, that it 
became abfolutely neceflary for them to feek; 
fome immediate relief, nor did they fail to fei^e 
the firft opportunity of retiring, to enjoy ifi 
private, the delicious fruit of their mutual en* 
(hufiafm. 

Since the above period, the felicity of which 
we have faintly, very faintly attempted to de- 
fcribe, this connexion has lafted with a few 
pafual interruptions to the prefent day; but 
we have lately heard, with unfeigned forrow, 
(fo fugitive are lover's joys,) that there at 
prefent exifts a ferious difference between 
them, the Liverpool hero having betrayed cer- 
tain fymptoms of amorous fondnefs for Per-f 
dita's fair daughter. — If however it be fo, 
let us admonifh our friend not to let her 
hero's infidelity add to her other misfor- 
tunes. Her long acquaintance with the greaf^ 
muft have convinced her, that thefe accidents 
will happen in the Seji and greateji families ;

IN the Romiflb religion, marriage is a fa- 
crament ; which no human law can diflblve.^

nature's rights, repudiates innocence, and vio- 
lates at once the moft facred bonds of morality 
and religion. It is the glory of k — ^gs to be con- 
fiftent. Thoy will proclaim fafts and penances 
in expiation oi their fubjeSls fins ; they will be 
moft regular in attending divine fervicc, they 
will raife \k\,€\x goggled eye baO^ up to heaven, 
with all the ianatic exccfs of devotion, but

deemed by thefe pious So ns very unwor- 
thy of regard, when ftrikihg at any idle vain- 
glorious prejudice, to which -their grandeuf 
feems attached.

Nevcrthelefs, all that we perceive in this 
ir-y-1 manoeuvre, is perfedlly eflcntial to the • 
prefent conftituted order of things. As 
the pomp and pageantry of courts are en- 
dangered by their virt;ues being queftioned> 
it becomes neceflkry to increafe the quantity

torthodox, all proclamations ^ will be flow 

in devoting to obloquy and mifery^ an inno- 
cent female, » or in countenancing opinions, 
that tend to violate the fandtity of plighted 
faith^ and to enable man and woman^ pledged 
N 
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to each other by the engagement of a folemft 
religious contradl, to marry other parties ; nor 
will they, now that they have begun to think 
for themfclves, that their minds are in a ftate of 
progrefs, be eafily led to adopt a political fta- 
tute, in lieu of a religious vow, on which every 
thing moft dear and facred in fociety depends, 
and which would render the iflue of matri« 
monial contradt fpurious. The ordinary feel- 
ings of mankind, are not yet filblimed to this 
pitch of r-y-1 refinements.

Is affeftion become an art, to require the 
^nAion of a royal patent, and are the moft far 
cred religious duties*, — the tendereft, dearefl: 
fenfibilities of human nature, like the or- 
dinary commodities of life, to be at the difr- 
cretion of an — of — — — , prompted from 
behind the curtain of a c-b-n-t ? 

The horrors of fhe fyftem in queftion, we 
have attempted to illuflxate in the firft fcdlion 
of this volume, and too much praife cannot 
be conferred on perfoos under fimilar circum- 
fiances, who have had virtue and refolution 
to burft the ftiackles of unhallowed cuftom, 
and to obey the pure didlates of the foul.

Daughter of a flocking 
weaver at Nottingham; her rank and dig«- 
nity are derived from her prefent lord^ who at 
the time of her nuptiak, was only 2, Jimple 
baronet*, but fuperior merits like his, could not 
long efcape the obfervatipn of a Sovereign, who 
alone has power to reward thofe merits i and 
hence the baronet was foon ennobled by an 
Irifli peerage^ and my Lady, dubbed a peerefs.

Gracious accamedationy uniform complacency^ 
tadt acquiescence in courtly doBrmes^ ami a 
violent antipathy to every thing which^ has ? 
tendency to call in queftion the policy or juftice' 
of exclufive privileges, or to increafe the rights 
and happinefs <>i the people, ^tt/t the tru^ 
charaderiftics of our modern nobihty, and on^ 
ihis ground, L — d aind L-dy H-mpd-n ftand 
immoveabfe, yiclcKrfg to none. Here, the 
Peerefs forgets her ficknefs and ^ifirmities^ 
lays aiide her conflitutional languor, and fup- 
ports the caufe, if pojfible^ with more fpirit^ 
than either virtue or ability. 

Party once opened a field to the Peer's gu 
nerousy difinterejed expedations, and during 
Mr. Fox's adminiftrations, his Lord&ip's elo- 
quent delivery and graceful deportment, 
pointed him out to that difcerning fiatefman^ 
as a perfon duly qualified to move ior z, gratefui 
Siddrefs tahis Majefty, on the meeting of Parlir 

ament j 
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juncBt ; but thf^ difficulty, of learning hh fpeech 
iy^ bearU proved an infapembld» barrier to his . 
ambition ; therefore, the bqncmr was transfer-, 
red to another noblemmy who enjoyed; a happier 
and more retentive, memory. When politic^ 
begun to wear the ferious. afpe<a, they have 
fince aflumed, the Peer deferted from th? 
Ijanner of his leader 5 his paffions were theq 
rouzed, conceiving his inter ejl to be endanger- 
ed, and the Viicountefs a(5tuated by tbe fame 
mrtuous fympathieSj. with all the. fpirit ihe. 
jcould mufter up, fanned the £kme« 

As a patronejs of mufical fdence^. a ve- 
teran Diredrefs of the ton, and as a lady 
remarkable for her ariAocratic predile<ftions, 
j.ufl:icc has been rendered to her deferts : can- 
dour muft alfo allow an extraordinary degree 
pf merit to one, againft whofe cha/iityy even 
in this licentious ^ge, fcandal has not ventured 
to infinuate the flighteft refle&ion. Her ner- 
vous fabrick would have been fluken tp its 
very centre, at the rude mhallowel found of 
amorous propofition, from any. but her muclj 
Joyed Lord, whofe warm conftitution^ it may 
be fuppofed, often led him to the charge, 
^nd the f^enerms ardour Jlill continues to glow 
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in his veins, if we may judge from the dili- 
gence, which on the bittereft day in wintcr> 
we have feen him employ at his hoffitable 
manfion in G— ge-ftrcet, raking out the 
coals, when the footman, calculating his maf« 
ttv*^ feelings by his own, had too much load- 
ed the fire, thereby cooling and refrejhing him- 
fclf ; at the fame time, that htjiarved the reft 
of the company, chiefly confifting of poor for- 
eign muficians, not inured to our cold northern 
clime, who fat freezing at a diftance, wrapt' 
up in admiring and awful filence. 

Some perfons have imputed thefe minutia 
to a laudable fpirit of oecommy^ but from my 
L — d's fangiiine, pletoric appearance, we hold 
the reafon before mentioned| far more pro-» 
bable. 

Another praife belonging to our Right 
Honourable dame, muft not be omitted. 
Too delicately framed to endure the boifter- 
ous roughriefs of a genuine Briton^ no fuch 
vifitor is admitted within her doors : but when 
a youth returns from travel, a polifhed rf/Tfe- 
tanti, a mufical cognofcenti^ her Ladyihip by 
infufing a few grains of her native languor and 
ennui, yields an admirable ^;^^ to his educa- 
tion, 
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tiork The moft noble the D-ke of M~t— fe, 
and his highly re/peSled friend Mr. Daniel 
H— les*, who after haying long run the 
gauntlet of purgatory in this metropolis, 
efcaped from bailiffs, attorneys, and the innu-f 
mcrable tremendous hoft of legal tyrants, 
through his Grace's influence, now fhines the 
brighteft ornament of diplomatic fcience, deep 
in the fecrets and cabals of courts— Thcfe 
determined, difinterejiedj independent cham^ 
pions of ariftocratic privileges, of r-y-1 prero- 
gative, on their return from Italy, received 
ihtjinijh to their education, under her Lady* 
fhip's tuition ; and hence, we are lefs furprifed 
at the dijiinguijhed eclat with which they now 
both fhine at the reipedive courts, where pro^ 
vidence has wifely caft them, for the benejit and 
. example of mankind. 

When we contemplate the perfons who 
enjoy the greateft fharc of Prince's fevors, 
and who are moft intrufted wit^ their confi- 
dence, at the lame time that we admire the 
wifdom and difcernment of the latter, we arc

fliAed by the Court of Jufticiary in his deaf 
native country, on the Patriot martyrs to Mr^

Such undoubtedly, are the prevailing fcnti- 
ments of ii^iv fttperiors in refped to the fu^ 
iordfMtexhCks. Such the praftice. Wc only 
ftate the fact : how fair and honpurable fuch 
mode of.reafoning and of adting may be^ wc 
undertake not to determine, but leave it altoge- 
ther to the reader's cool and impartial decifion, 
who may pronounce on the cafe, with more 
fafetyy than we can poffibly do. — It is quite 
natural to praife the bridge tlaat carries us fafe 
over, but on the other hand, it is as natural to 
find fault with that which has broken in, and 
from the wreck of which, we have only 
efcaped ijn a mutilated wretched ftate, that 
makes Kfe not worthy of polfeffion.
